More Property Discovered Belonging 
to the Defaulting Teller. 


The Third National Bank directors have 
succeeded in unearthing another piece of 
property which Oby E. Owen, the default. 
ing teller, had acquired with the embezzled 
funds of the bank. A lot of fifty feet on 
Franklin avenue, in the immediate 
vicinity of the Owen residence, was purchased 


last fall bv Owen of Mr. Bernheimer. He 
paid $4,000 in cash for It, and did not re- 
cord it. The bank attorneys, Overall & Jud- 
son, as soon as this discovery was made 
took steps to have the transfer recorded, an 
then attached the property inthe name of 
the bank. The attachment snits thus far 
have covered about $30,000 worth of 
property which, added to the 

000 bond of the receiving teller, will re- 
duce the bank’s joss considerably. Aithough 
the prisoner has maintained the utmost re- 
ticence as to the disposition of 
the embezzied funds, it is not 
believed by the directors that much 
money is concealed. They are, nevertheless, 
greatiy dissatisfied at Owen’s course and de- 
meanor since the discovery and arrest.

St. Louis, a city of 350,000 inhabitants, and 
one of the five largest in the Union, is passing 
the birthday of the Republic without any 
formal effort to celebrate it.

As the day is a legal holiday, busi- 
ness ceases aud people scatter abroad to the 
beer gardens, the rural picnic grounds or 
wherever they fancy they can pass the hours 
most pleasantly, thus leaving the streets and 
down-town resorts comparatively deserted. 

The gray-haired American will shake bis 
head and talk of the decadence of repub- 
lican spirit and national feeling when 
he contrasts this apparent slichting of a 
glorious anniversary with his recollection of 
how it used to be kept, when the military 
paraded the streets with thunder of drums 
and blare of trumpets, and everybody turned 
out in procession escorting the orator of the 
day, a carriage load of white-huired soldiers 
of the Revolution, alarger body of soldiers 
of the Second War of Independence,“ and 
a galaxy of young iadies in white represent- 
ing the several States, and guarding another 
queenly young beauty representing ‘‘Colum- 
bia“ Or the “Goddess of Liberty.” Our old 
gentleman will never forget how this primi- 
tive pageant impressed the story of the 
fathers upon his mind, and how, as the pro- 
cession moved, and the shouts arose, and the 
minute guns shook the ground beneath him, 
jt all swelled his young heart with a high re- 
solve to dare and do anything for 
his beloved country. He may not care 
to bear the much-mocked Fourth 
of July oration now, but he remembers how 
its periods stirred the pulse of his boyhood, 
and he hasa sad misgiving that the ambi- 
tions of modern life make a mockery of sim- 
ple patriotism, and are training our boys up 
as mouarchists and scorners of the homespun 
heroes who founded the Republic. Even the 
Englishman, contrasting the observance of 
this day in St. Louis with the popular cele- 
brations of GUY FAWKES’ day and the anni- 
versaries of the Queen’s birth and coronation 
at home, will conclude that the worship of 
the almighty dollar has supplanted all other 
emotions in the American bosom, and that 
our loyalty is perishing like a parasite for 
want of some stately regal stock to grow 
upon. 

But if the remarkable coolness of this par- 
ticular Fourth could have been anticipated, 
St. Louis would doubtless have kept it with a 
grand parade of some sort. There is hardly 
a county in Missouri thdtis not surpassing 
all ite former efforts to honor the day. The 
sun-burned farmer, fresh from the magnifi- 
cent harvest of this year, does not 
fear a Fourth of July sun-stroke, and can 
stand the screaming of the orator’s eagle in a 
sweltering crowd as Well as his father before 
him. Butthe larger cities have outgrown 
phe old-fashioned celebration, and in our city 
eepecially, the intense heat to be expected on 
the Fourth and the immensity of our popuia- 
tion produce dangers and discomforts com- 
paratively unknown in country celebrations. 
There is no lack of the right feeling, but its 
full and proper expression requires some new 
vent, some new form of observance in which 
the vast population ofa city can participate 
without too much concentration. In spite of 
all the corruption of social and political life 
in cities, they are, after all, when the final

The Situation on the Levee—North St. 
Louis—Not Much Damage. 


The river is booming. Al! along the banks 
from Portage, in St. Charles county, to the 
bottom lands south of St. Louis, the waters 
have broken bounds and gone on voyages of 
discovery over the fields of grain and the 
Pasture lands. The low country about East 
St. Louis, especially the lake region to the 
north of that flourishing suburb, is to-day 
one great fresh water sea. The break in the 


Madison Levee, although not a very serious 
one, has let in a great volume of water into 
the system of ponds in Madison 
county, and the back water out 
of Cahokia Creek has come back to meet this 
and and its total to the inundation. People 
who bave gone over the ground estimate the 
tote! extent of the submerged country at 
20,000 acres, and state that three-fourths of 
this is swamp land at its best. It does not 
appear that the break at the head of Jabouret 
Slough has increased greatly. The river rose 
six inches during the night, and consequently 
a great deal more water is going into Madison 
county. Back in the bottoms, on the Illinois 
side, the greatest excitement is felt over the» 
break. People are getting ready 
for a repetition of last year’s flood. 
Many in the exposed region are moving their 
household goods back to the high grounds, 
and these scenes continualiy bring back to 
mind the exciting times of last year’s high 
water. Although the river rose six inches 
last night, it would not be even yet within 
the danger line, were it not for the condition 
ofthe dikes. Taking tbings at their werst, 
the most experienced river men do no believe 
that there can be afurther rise of more than 
six inches, and it would take eighteen inches 
more water to do very much damage in 
the bottom. On the Missouri side the 
Columbia bottoms are getting very moist. 
Corn ficids and potato patches, waterme!on 
grounds and kitchen gardens, vith which this 
fertile region teems,are all under water, aud a 
great deal of damage will be done in the little 
German settlement along the shore. In the 
lumber region in North St. Louis the Eau 
Claire Company has been flooded out, and 
several of the great piles of lumber are top- 

ling over. The whole is safeiy surrounded 
— booms, ard there is no danger that any of 
the timber will getaway. The other yards 
are still dry, being well diked. The Wabash 
trains cannot getintothe Biddle street depot, 
which is insulated. Further south the wa- 
teria very high atthe foot of Morgan street 
being in on the ground floor of Manion’s iron- 
works and the grocery on the other corner. 
Along the levee about the bridge things pre- 
sented a most thoroughly drenched appear- 
ance. All the cellars are of course full 
tothe brim of water, and the railroad tracks 
aresubmerged. Roustabouts, ip the water, 
are working to and fro between the boats and 
the shore. Across the river, in East St. 
Louis, a great many people bave been com- 
elled to leave their homes by the overflow of 

hokia Creek. 

NORTH ST. LOUIS.

THE CHAMPION OF CHECKERS. 


A Talk With Mr. Wyllie, the Best 
Checker Player in the World.

Something of His Life — His Great Games 
—The Player Anderson —Exhib- 
ition Games Here. 


Mr. James Wyllie, the champion draughts 
or checker player of the world, arrived in the 
city this morning and registered at Hotel 
Barnum. At9o’clock to-day areporter of

Tramping all over 
Scotiand and England I had considerable 
leisure time and naturally employed the 
evenings at games of draughis, at which I 
soon became proficient.”’
